HOUSE of LORDS, Weduellay, My 30. 
EAD a firft time the Ifle of Man, the liven, and feveral other 
bills from the Commons. 

Paffed the fmugylers bill, the Stour navigation, and feveral private 
bills. 

The firft order of the day being read for committing the foul falt 
Lill, 

Lord Dudley called the attention of the Houfe to a few words which 
he had to fay on that fubjeét. He then, in a very fhort fpeech, ani- 
madverted on the great importance of the bill then before the Houfe, 
and viewing it in that light, thonght it would be proper to poftpone 
the committing, until the firit Tuefday after the recefS, that their 
Lordthips might have full time to confider the nature of the intended 
aét. His Lordthip faid, it was very poffible he might be deceived, as 
well in the opinion he had formed, as the information he had reccived, 
in refpect to the probable future effets of the bill: He was, however, 
certain, that an immentfe fom of money at prefent went out of the 
kingdom to Spain, for that article which the prefent bill meant to 
make the commodity of this kingdom, It was therefore his wilh, that 
their Lordthips thowld fully confider the matter, and for that purpofe 
he moved, that the bill be committed for the firtt ‘Tuefday after the 
recefs. 

Earl Ferrers moved, as an amendment to Lord Dudley’s motion, 
that inftead of the words * firft Tuefday after the recefs,” it fhould 
be inferted, ‘‘ this day three months.’’” he Houfe divided, and the 
Contents went below the bar ; among whom were Lord Stormont, and 
all the Bilhops prefent. 


Yor the amended motion, —_ 23 
Againtt it, ~s -— 14 
Majority, 9 


The bill therefore was thrown out. 

The fecond order of the day was then called, for committing 
Sunday reforma'ion bill. 

The Earl of Abingdon oppofed it, and gave his reafons for fo doing 
in a moft curious fpeech, nearly of the followiag words : 

My Lords, 

The bill that is now urder the contemplation of this Honfe (the 
Sunday bill, I think it is called) is, in my mind’s eye, fo truly rdicu- 
lows, at the fame time that it is fo very /erious 5 it partakes fo much of 
the tragi-comedy. 

*© It fo ftalks in basking whilft it fkips in fock,” that really, my 
Lords, although as one of the Houfe, | am not of ‘courfe an actor 
therein, I know not what part to take; whether to be merry or to be 
grave; whether to be filent or to fpeak; and yet to p'ay the mute en 
fuch an occafion, were not only to play the fool with one’s felf, but to 
encourage the folly of others. 

For, my Lords, taking a view of this bill in its ridiculous lieht, what 
is the objeét of it? it is neither more nor lefs than this, to hn ler peo- 
ple from walking and from talking on a Sunday night; not becaufe 
walking and talking on a Sunday night is at pre.ent unlawful, but be- 
caufe walking and talking of a Sundey right mu‘t be made unlawful 
for the future ; and this feems to be the whole objeét, fcope, and ten- 
dency of the bill. 

But now, my Lords, let us enquire a little into the grounds and 
foundation of this bill; and, firft, as to the walking part of it, what 
is the cafe there? The cafe, as I underftand it to he, is this: 

Sunday being in this country, asin all other Chyi‘tan countries, the 
day of offum cum dignitotc, the day of reft with the dignity that belongs 
to that reft, the day when people wath aad clean themieives, 
the faying is, put on their Sunday's beft; and there beiag in this me- 
tropolis fome, who having fo waflied and cleaned themtelves, and put 
on their Sunday’s beft, are willing to enjoy this otinm cum dignitote, 
not by walking al frefco on a Sunday evening, left their Sunday's bett 
he fpoiled by the rain, but ander cover, “ not all by the pale light of 
the moon,” but by candle-light, when women and linen are faid to 
look beft. 

I fay, this heing the cafe, it has been therefore thought proper, for 
the accommodation of this defeription of perfons, that the Jarge and e- 
legant fuit of apartments at Carlifle-houfe, in Soho Sqnare, fheuld be 
opened on a Sunday evening, where the refrefhment of ices are provi- 
ded tocool the hot, and tea, coffee, and chocolate to warm the cold; 
for it is not pretended that any otfaer ri fre ts are to be had there; 
but walking being the onmne quad exit t m of the place, the thing ite 
felfhas, Auphoriea gratia, obtained the name of Promenade, and this 
T take to be the whole of the cafe with reipect to the walking part of 
this bill. ‘The whole of the charge, and the whole of the crime in the 
thing charged. 

But, my Lords, if there be, as it appears by this bill, that there is 
fuch a degree of criminality in 2 Promenade on a Sunday evening, it is 
wonderful to me that this bill has not extended its clanfi's to the Pro- 
menades of St James’s-Park, and of Kenfington Gardens. Prome- 
nades, where indeed the refrefhments of ices, and of coflée, tea, and 
chocolate may not be had, but where cther refrefoments are oMually bd, 
and efpecially on a Sunday evening : Such is, for example, the re- 
frcfhment of repofing one’s f}f on the lap cf nature, iniomuch as to 
make vifible that tell-ta‘e line of the jong, 
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*€ Green was her gown upon the grafs.” 
And as the fin of walking, there it is had in munch greater excefs than 
at Carlifle houfe, not to mention that there is leis fin in a fin for being 
under cover, as at Carlifle-honie, than for being uncovered, as in St 
James’s-Park, and in Kenfington Gardens. 

I muft now wonder too, my Lords, that this bill has not gone a flep 
further, and taken notice of a late ere in Pall-Mall; an eret?i 
for the outward impurities of which, the mews-papers fay, th: 

(1 think he calls himfelf Dodéter Graham) } 
whiltt the inward impriities remain untouched. 

Kut to this wonder | am aware of the arguments will 
be faid, that this erefion is not intended for uie on a Suaday; and, as 
Milton telis us in his Comus, 
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um) has already been indicted ; 
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in anfwer: It 


“ It is day-light only that makes fin; 
fo that in this bill we find, that it is Sunday only that makes fin. 
It will be faid, too, that it is intended for. the great, and not for 


the Hitle; for the ariflocracy, and not for the democrecy; for us, my 
Lords, to generate heirs for the nobility, who cannot do f for them 


felves; and for you, my Lords. the Bifhops, too, as a paper which I 
have in my hand will thew.’ ‘This paper, -my Lords, is this:

** A certain Bifvop has fo completely exercifed the celeftial beds, that 
the evil {pirits are expeéted to depart in a few days. “The rooms wil 
be fumigated with brimftone, in order to the well receiving of the 
would-be celeftial. The Doétor has wifely opened his temp'e vis-a- 
vis to King’s Place. That pure feminary is to ferve as barracks for 
yeung recruits; Colonels Windfor, Mathews, and Adams, are to be 
mace flaf-officers, and Carrotty Kitty is to be drill ferjeant. ‘They 
will learn their celeftial exercife under the Doctor's own infpeétion, and 
be cleanfed from all impurities! they will then be seady for the divine 
touch fn his heavenly temple.—N. B. A proper reinforcement of Iriih 
chairmen are in pay to aljif in cafe of emergencies.” 

Such, my Lords, are the operations of this Temple ef Ilymen. in 
other words, of this curious houfe of adultery ; but in this there is no 
fin: For, firft, thefe operations are the operations of /ying, in which 
there is no harm, and not in walking, in which there is. Secondly, 
they are the performances of a week-day, and not of a Suxd 
thirdly, becaufe we all well know, that what isa fin in th 
not a fin in the great. As for inftance, the Minifter, being a great 
man, may, by his councils, murder our once fellow-fnbjects in 
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rica ; he may rob and plunder the fate of its treafare; he may tear 
up the conftitation by the roots, “* but Britus isan honeurable man;” 
and Brutus will have a dead majority, and, being dead, a corrupt ma- 
jority in both Houtés of Pacliament, to fupport thefe his honourable 
meaiures; whercasa little man, for walking under cover of a Sunday 
night, inftead of open air, is, becanie little, to be put, by the 
fame dead and corrupt majority, under the rigour and the lath of a pe- 
nal ftatute, making that a crime which in ittelf is innocence. 

_But now, my Lords, a word or two for the talking part of this 
bill. And what is the cafe here? Some men, piows men I may fay, 
for aught that is thewn to the contrary, fonder of talking than they 
are of walking, and not chufing to go to bed on a Sunday night with- 
8 by reafon what they had fwallowed in the conrfe of the 
day, asa matter of faith, congregate themfelves on a Sunday evening, 
at a place, where, paying fixpence a-piece fot admiifion, they empty 
their heads of their metaphyficks, and fill their bellies with the value 
of their fizpence in porter and cheefe. An harmlefs fupper this would 
fecm, and not likely to. be yvexy offenfiee inthe digettion. But here a- 
gain, my Lords, if the fin of talking, as of walking, conifts in the 
doy, and not inthe deed, what is the reafon that this bill does not cx- 
tend itfelf to the Sunday night’s clubs about St James’s, as for ins 
ftance, to Brookes’s, whete, indeed, | am not a member; but where, 
my Lords, as I am told, the members pay more than fixpence 2-picce 
for their fupper; and as to talking, Lord, how thicy do talk ! 

They talk bawdy, my Lords, and fometimes heterodoxy, but not 
blafphemy ; no, not fo bad as that neither. But they talk what is 
worle than all, they talk politics. ‘They abrrfe the minifter at no tri- 
ling rate. ‘They fay, he has ruined the refotirces, and blafled the na- 
tional honour of the country. And thall thefe be fuflered to talk a- 
gainft the ftate, whillt thofe are not permitted even to talk upon the af- 
fairs of the church! No, no, fays the bill; be not miflaken : This is 
not our ne plus uitra. Pafs me into an aét, give me the principle of 
the bill in a law, foffer me to put down the theologians this feflions of 
Parliament, and I'll take care of the politicians the next. You thall 
hear of no more Weltminfter or other Committees; no more affocia- 
tions; No more petilidns. 

The State thall be putas much ont of the reach of enquiry as the 
Church. ‘The late ediét of Ruffia, forbidding the Ruffaus to talk o- 
ver the affairs of the ftate, thall become like this.an a&t of the Britith 
Parliantent, ferbidding Englilhmen to talk about the athirs of the 
Church ; which leads me, my Lords, to take a view of this bill in its 
ferious light ; ane, as in its ridiculous light I might fay, ‘* Rife tenea 
© tis Anici?” So, in its ferious light, I might add, “ quis talia fando, 

peret a Le ”’ For, my Lords, fhall a free body not poilefs 
a free mind! Shall not an Englithman be fuffered to find hisown way 
! tha'l he not difpute! Shall he not debate! Shall he 
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not dewbt of—fhall # iot comment vpon, that which is to hé or not 
to be the means of has eternal falvation? How is fire to be drawn 
from rt int by ¢ Hifion? And how is truth tg be known but 





by ci ? Shall he not meafure his faith of the Trinity by the

rule of his reafon? And hall not a protefter againit the errors of the 
Church of Lome examine whether Proteftantifm or Popery is moft 
congenial to the freedom of the ftate in which he lives? For 


thete, it fezms, are the rhefes againft which the thunder of this bill is 
levelled. a, 

But, it is faid, the Univerfities are at the bottom of this bill. It 
brought into the Houfe of Commons’ by one of the reprefent4- 
tivts cf one Univerlity, and feconded by another reprefentative of the 
other ; and-thegefore

But, my Lords, this is no argument with me; for we all Know, that 
to hold men in ignorance, is fometimes the bufinefs of learning, sand 
therefore although Ihave the higheft refpeét for the learning of the 
Univerfities, a'l is not vofpel with me that comes from thém ; if it 
were, educated as T was in one of them, [ omght to entertain prin- 
ciples very different from thefe 1 profefs, With refpeét to one part of 
this bill, however, I mean the walking part of it, poflibly the Univer- 
fitics might have canccived it 2 fit objeét of regulation, for being de- 
voted to the fludy of the deal lanenages, and not fo converfant with 
the living, they might have fappofed that the term of Promeacds meant 
fomething more than it really dues, that it was the mere covering on- 
ly of erigial fin, and therefore ought to be fapprefled; but as to the 
talking port of the bill, in this they contd not be mitaken. ‘This 
came within the pale of the'r own knowledge ; and here, my Lord, 
‘© Jatet aiguis ia heyba,” heve itis that one fies the cloven fect peeping 
from under the caflock. Under the pretence of profanation, enquiry 
is to be forped, and truth is to be fuppretfied. The unlearned are not 
to examine, feft they become learned. ‘l'rath lies in a well, and the 
clergy are the only buckets to fapply us therewith. This, fo far as it 
goes, is the principle of this bill, a principte as fubverfive of re/igious 
as it may be made inflrumentally fo of cite? liberty 5 a printijle as re- 
prgrant to the free conftitution of this country as it is to the laws of 
our narure. 

Ard, therefore, as Mr Locke tel's us, ** No man is bound to obcy 
the Legiflature but according to the trutt put in it;” fo aceording to 
this jult and fundamental pricciple of Mr Locke, this bill fhould not 
pafs into a Jaw. No pofitive law can fapprefs the laws of nature, nor 
is any aét of Parliament. binding, which is to take from En-lifhmen 
the sights of Englifhmen, that is to fay, the rights_of the Consri- 
TUTLON. 

My Lords, I fhall give my hearty negative to the bill, for the fake 
of its fo'lv, as well as its wickednefs. 

The Bithop of Cheer got ap, and faid, that the noble Lord’s fpeech 
was fo indecent, and f very repugnant te the dignity of the Houfe, 
that he theneht it unworthy a reply. Vhe learned Prelate obferved, 
that he did interd, ifany thing ferious was advanced, to oniwer it; 
} 





but, in the prefent cafe, he left the noble Earl's arznments, if they 

could be called fo, to their own demerits; for merits they had none. 
The f De Sy ES 8 Ee sles nk atl natin Git ah baba 
he Duke of Muonchefer quoted a number of Matutesin which many 


penal lows were enaégted to prevent the préphanation of the Lord’s 
wteswhi, his Grace fuid, if put in force, would have an- 
iwered every honecit parpofe of the prefent bill. His Grace fpoke vee 
ry fericn Jy on its religions tendency, and feemed to think, that how- 
ever high the authority of the pulpit might be held, yet mankind 
were never to be convinced of religious aflertions without the benefit 
of renly was aliowed, and that one neighbeur had the liberty of con- 
verfing with another on the fubject of that faith by which he was to 
be faved. His Grace further obferved, that although he was an ene- 
my to difipation and immorality, and althouch he never had been at 
the Promenade, yet he fill confidered both the places of reli 
hate, and of Sunday walking and drivking tea, perfeétly innocent. 
He therefore withed that the bill might be got rid of in as decent a 
manner as poffible, and that another on a more liberal plan might be 
framed, to which he would give his moflt hearty concurrence. 

The Bihhop of Cheer faid, that the noble Duke’s fpeech demanded, 
and was entitled to a ferious reply. Ee therefore informed their Lord- 
thips, that he apprehended the noble Duke to be miftaker in his idea 
reipedting the nature of the bill. For k was only meant to prevént 
that irreligion which our Proteftant ancetiors abhorred, but the laws 
to effet which were found inodequite to tl ¢ purpofe. The learned 
Pyclate faid, that inftead of this favouring of Popith perfecution, it was 
levelled at Pepith cultoms. France, avd other countries of the fame 
religion, tolerated, from the principles of that religion, pleys, operas, 
and other pattimes on the Lord's day. But the Proteftant. religion, 
founded on the Protefant conflitution, and our cleareft rights, did mot 
permit that profanation, and therefore every jaw to ferve that pure 
pote mutt be truly conflitational. "The learned Prelate averred, that 
the places of pu':lic debate were fepported, not for the purpote of ter- 
ichigion, but for 
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that the people who fpoke there were paid a weekly ftipend, for the 
purpofe of drawing others to the houfe. This, he faid, he averred, 
from the beft information; and that he bad alfy the higheft law au- 
thorities, as « ell as information from the Jnitices, that there was not 
now any att in force to prevent that profanation of the Lord’s day, 
which the prefent bill meant to provide aguintt.

HOUSE or COMMONS, Wednefdey, May 30. 

This day the Houfe of Commons having tranfaSed the more privaté 
hufinefs of the day, Lord North rofe, and moved the firlt reading of 
the bill for taking from the Eaft India Company 600,000 |. the farplé 
cafh remaining in their ‘I'reafury ; and his Lordthip, in cafe it thould 
be read a firft time, propofed that it fhould be read a fecond time on 
Thurfday next. 

Mr Huffy objeéted to this, asa Court of Proprietors of Eaft India 
ftock was to be held on that day. 

Mr Bankes, for the firft time, rofe, and objeéted to the principles of 
the bill, as the demand upon the Company for 600,000 1. was not on 
the ground of a participation, but as a debt which, it~was faid, the 
Company owed; and this, the honourable gehtleman endeavoured to 
prove, could not be made out, and, for that purpofe, quoted the va« 
rious ftatutes refpefting the Public andthe Company. He, therefore; 
moved, that the fecond reading -fhould be put off for three months. 

Lord North, Mr Dempfter, Mr Hufley, Lord Nugent, and others, 
{poke alfo to the queftion ; after which the Houfe divided, when there 
appeared,

After a véiy deridiory dedate, Reord Lytarne fot, thats 
tion for that purpofe had been opened between the Board 
Hart, and the agent for the Spaniih prifoners: hers. bute 
not yet been perfeéted, on account of 4 refufal an the part of Spain to 
give us 1200 feamen which they owed to us asa balance. ‘The noble 
Lord therefore thonght the matter ought better to fland over, than 
to he taken up before the prefent negociation was concluded upon. 

Lord North objeéted to it upon the fame ground. 

A pretty long debate thereupon took place, when the Houfe divi-

Lord Lisburne objeéted to this, as the Board of Sick and Hurt had 
been treating for their exchange, and were likely to accomptifk the

Me Hufev then read aletter, complaining that our powder was of a 
quality inferio# fo fhe enemy’s powder; but Admiral Darby faid, that, 
notwith{tanding what epinions fome people might have given, he had 
never heard of any complaints again{ft the powder lie had taken with 
him to Gibraltar.

A motion was made, “ That there be laid before the Héufe an ac- 
count of the rdtes and duties granted by an aét of the 7th of his pre- 
fent Majefty, on certain foreign linens imported into this kingdom?” 

The Committee of Supply, and Committee of Ways and Means, are 
adjourned to Wednefday next.

May it please your Majejiy, 

E, your Majefty’s moft loyal and dutiful fubjeéts, the Minifters 

and Elders met in the National Affembly of the Church of 

Scotland, humbly beg leave toapproach your Throne, to exprefs our 

firm attachment to your perfon and Government; and to aflure you, 

that the fentiments which we entertain are the fentiments of the peo- 
ple committed by providence to our charge. 

With the moft lively joy and heart-felt fatisfaétion, we have beheld 
the encreaie of your Majefty’s family in your Royal offspring; an e- 
vent which, while it contributes to your Majefty’s domettic felicity, 
muft, on that account, give pleafure to all your loyal fubjeéts, but 
which, in a particular manner, mult be felt as of the utmvit national 
importance, by encouraging us to hope for a long continuance of thole 
civil and religious bleflings, which, as Britilh fubjects and Proteftants, 
we have hitherto enjoyed under the Government of your illultiious 
Houle. 

The tumultuous outrages which, under the mafk of religions zeal, 
have difturbed the peace of your Majelty’s fubjeéts, filled us with the 
deepelt concern , and we heard with abhorrence the name of our holy 
faith prottituted to encourage acts of violence, which were adverfe to 
jts principles, and forbidden by the precepts of our blefled Redeemer. 

While your Majetty was engaged in a neeeflary, though expentive 
war, again(t the ancient enemies of thefe realms, and ayainft your own

** Compeared Edward Roberts, bombardier of the Royal 
train of Artillery,’ at prefent quartered in Aberdeen, who being 
folemnly {worn and interogate, depones, that he came to Aber- 
deen in the month of May, one thoufand feven hundred and 
eighty, with a party of fix men, by orders of the Commander 
in Chief of the forces in Scotland, and was direéted to apply 
to the Provoft and the commanding officer of the troops 
quartered there, and immedictely upon his arrival did accor- 
dingly apply to the Provoft, and Colonel Wemyfs of the Su- 
therland Fencibles: That the only direétions he received, was 
from the Colonel and the Adjutant, to fend one of his party 
every night to attend the piquet that mounted guard at the 
Blockhoufe, which he did accordingly. DBepones, that foon 
after his arrival at Aberdeen he received the keys of the ftore- 
houfe, which contained the ammunition and {tores belonging 
to the guns mounted on the Blockhoufe, from the Lieutenant - 
Colonel and Quarter-Mafter of the Southern Fencibles, and at 
fame time got an inventory of the ftores contained therein: 
That about a month after, he got the charge of two three poun- 
der field pieces, and the ftores belonging to them. Depones, 
that the keys of the ftorehoufe have remained in his cuftody 
ever fince he received them, at the time above mentioned. 
Doponcs, that upon Thurfday the twenty fourth of May 
laft, feven of the guns were difmounted from the Block- 
houfe, and mounted upon the new battery, lately erected 
by orders of the Provost, and at the fight of him and Major 
Mercer of the Northern Fencibles : That next day, faid feven 
guns,and the three that remained upon the blockhoufe, were all 
loaded and primed: ‘That after thefe ten guns were luaded, 
there were twenty two cartridges ready filled remaining in the 
Blockhoufe, near the battery, and the gunner at the Blockhoufe 
guard for that night being one of his party, had the cuflody of 
the key of the Blockhoufe. Depones, that at the laft mention- 
ed time, there were in the ftorehoufe, fixteen barrels of pow- 
der, fourteen of which contained cannon powder, and the o- 
ther two contained fine powder ; and the deponent himfelf put 
marks upon the cafks, in order the different qualities might be 
diftinguifhed when the powder was wanted. Depones, that

‘ EXCISE OFFICE, EDINBURGH, 31 Mey 1781. 
HEREAS by an Act pafiedin the prefent feflion of Pa liament, 
intitled, «* An A@ for the better management of the Duties 
** upon Male Servants, granted by an act made in the 17th year of his 
** prefent Majefty,” the colleétion of the faid duty is put under the ma- 
nagement of the Commiffioners of Exe'fe ;—the Commiffioners of Ex- 
cife in Scotland have thought fit, for the information of all perfons con- 
cerned, to pudlith the following claufes of the faid act, containing di- 
regtions as to the mode of making entry of, and paying duty for, {uch 
male fervants. 

“* And be it enacted, ‘That every Mafter or Miftrefs, who, on the 
arft day of May, 1781, thall retain or employ any male fervant, in the 
capacity of Maitre d’ Hotel, Honfe Steward, Mafter of the Horfe, 
Groom of the Chamber, Valet de Chambre, Butler, Under Butler, Clerk 
of the Kitchen, Confeétioner, Cook, Houfe Porter, Foctman, Running 
Footman, Coachman, Groom, Poftillion, Stable-boy, and the refpective 
Helpers in the (tables of fuch Coachman, Groom, or Pettillion, or in the 
capacity of gardener, (not beiag a day-labourer) Parkkeeper, Gamekeeper, 
Huntfman, or Whipperin, refpedtively chargeable by the faid at, whether 
fuch fervants fhatl then be retained or employed in o1e or more of the 
faid capacities, or in any other bufinefs, jointly with ene or more of the 
faid capacities of a fervant, fhall, within forty days after the faid ar{t 
day of May, 1781, deliver, or caufé to be delivered, at the Office of 
Excife next to the place where any fuch Matter or Miftrefs refpectively 
thali then be refident, a cotrect lift, figned by him or her, (or by his 
or her known fteward or agent) in which litt fhall be inferted and fpe- 
cified the true number of male fervants by him or her at that time re- 
tained or employed, the Chriftian and furname of each fuch fervant, the 
office or capacity in. or for which each fervant is retained or employed ; 
and every fach Mafter ot Miftrefs fhall refpeively, at the time of de- 
livering in fach lift, pay down the duties by the faid aét impofed, for 
every male fervant fo retained and employed. 

“* And be it further enaéted, ‘That every Mafter or Miftrefs refpec- 
tively, who, after the arit day of May 1781, hall begin to retain or 
employ any fuch male -fervant as aforefaid, in any of the faid capacities, 
thall, within twehty days after he or the refpectively fhall begin to re- 
tain or employ any fach male fervant or male fervants, deliver, or caufe 
to be delivered, at the Office of Excife next to the place where he or 
the thall then be refident, a like lift, figned as aforefaid ; in which litt 
thall be inferted and fpecified the true number of male fervants by him 
or her at that time retained or employed, the Chriftian and furname of 
each fuch fervant, the office and capacity in or for which each fuch fer- 
vant is retained or employed; aad every fuch Mafter or Miftrefs re- 
fpectively fhall, at the time of delivering in the faid lifts, pay 
dewn the duties by the faid aft impofed for every fervant fo retain- 
ed or employed ; and if, at any time within twelve calendar months 
alter fuch Mafter or Miftrefs thall have or ought to, have deliver- 
ed in fich lifts as forefaid, he or the shall increafe the number of 
his or her male fervants, in any of the capscities before mentioned, 
then, and in every fuch cafe, every fuch Mafter or Mittrefs refpeétive- 
ly thall, within twenty days.after he or the thall have made fuch increafe, 
deliver, or cauit to be delivered, at the Office of Excife next to the 
place where he or the thall at that time refide, alike correét lit, figned 
as aforefzid, and fhall fpecify therein the true number of male fervants 
fo increafed, the Chrittian ana forname of each fuch fervant, the office 
and capacity in er for which fich &rvant is:retained or employed ; and 
fuch Mafter or MiltrefS refpeétively thall, at the fame time, pay down 
the duties payable for each fervant fo inereafed beyond the number fpe- 
cified in their former lifts. 

“© And be it further enaéted, That each“and every Mafter and Mi- 
{trefs who thal! have delivered, or who is obliged to deliver in fuch \ft 
or lifts as aforefaid, is, and are hereby required, at or within twenty 
days after the expiration of twelve calendar months re{pectively, after 
the times of delivering or being obliged to deliver fich lifts, to deliver a 
freth lift in manner aforeffid, and pay down the duties according to 
the true number of male fervants by him or her refpeétively at that 
time retained or employed in any of the capacities before mentioned, and 
for which the faid duty is by the faid firtt recited at impofed, and in the 
fame manner to renew fuch lift, and make fuch payment, from year to 
year, as long as he or the thall refpedtively retain or employ any fuch 
fervant or fervants. 

‘© And be it further enafted, That in all cafes where any Matter or 
Miftrefs hall have divers hoafes or places of refidence, and (hall retain 
or employ in each fuch houfe or place of refidence any fervant or fer- 
vants chargeable with the duty by the {aid act impofed ; and in all cafes 
where any Matter or Miftreis thall retain or employ any fuch fervant 
or fervants chargeable as aforefaid, at any place not being the houfe or 
place of refictence of any fach Mafter or Miftsefs, every fuch Mafler or 
Miltrefs refpeatively fhall, and they are hereby required, within the {pace 
of one month after the delivery of fuch lifts refpedtively, and payment 
of the faid duties, as herein before required, to deliver, or caufe to be 
dclivered, at the Office of Excife next to each and every fuch place, 
ana to cach and every fuch houfe or place of refidence, a duplicate or 
duplicates of every fuch lift or lifts fo delivered by fach Matters or Mi- 
{trefies, fach duplicates to be figned as aforefaid, and mentioning at the 
foot of every fuch duplicate the place where fuch original lift or lifts 
fhall have been detivered, and the duties paid as aforefaid, upon pain 
that every fuch Malter or Miftrefs negleéting to deliver fach duplicates, 
thall, for every fuch offence, forfiit the tum of Twenty Pounds.”
